A ROADS resurfacing row has bro¬ 
ken out after Labour leaders in 
Medway accused Tory council 
chiefs of spending most of its cash 
in Conservative wards. 

The argument centres on an eight-page doc¬ 
ument detailing the pothole-ridden roads set 
to be repaired by mid 2011. 

The list shows that four Conservative wards 
- Peninsula, Strood Rural, Lordswood and 
Capstone and Rainham North - will see the 
most work, with 20 roads in the Peninsula 
ward set for resurfacing. 

Gillingham South and Rochester East, held 
by Liberal Democrat and Labour councillors, 
respectively, will see just three improvements 
between them. 

Labour figures shows the average spend on 
planned roadworks in Conservative wards is 
£545,000 - more than double that of the 
£230,500 to be used in Labour’s three wards 
and significantly higher than the £126,000 
earmarked for Lib Dem wards. 

Labour leader Cllr Paul Godwin said the dis¬ 
parity could not be coincidental and was the 
main reason he had called a meeting, due to 
take place tomorrow (Thursday) to discuss the 
council’s allocation of funds. 

He said: “When we saw the original propos¬ 
als the difference between money spent in 
Conservative wards over the others stuck out 
like a sore thumb. Tory councillors will say it

We're lucky to 
be living in a 
Lotto hotspot

LUCKY Medway has 
retained its title as the 
nation’s number one 

Lottery winner hotspot. 

Lotto bosses have revealed that 
gamblers with the ME postcode are 
once again the most likely players in 
the country to scoop a top prize. 

Statistics show there is a big win¬ 
ning ticket in every 5,717 Medway 
players. And with odds like that, 
would-be millionaires from across 
the country could sell up and move to 
the area in search of their fortune. 

Winners from the ME postcode 
area include Dave Bancroft, one of a 
dozen syndicate members at 
Sheemess Co-op Sports and Social 
Club. Together they won £868,458 in 
2005. 

The Lotto winner was pleased to 
hear he was in the right 
place for another win. 

“It’s great Medway is 
top, quite incredible real¬ 
ly,” he said. 'We still do the 
Lottery, but haven’t had 
any luck since. I used the 
money to do house 
improvements, go on a few 
nice holidays and paid off 
my debts. 

“It helped everyone out 
and made a difference.” 

Tony Stubley, from 
Chatham, was another 
winner from Medway, who scooped a 
£2,213,141 Lotto jackpot playing 
online in August 2004. 

Dartford also appeared in the top 
ten hotspots list, coming eighth, 
although it experienced a dip on last 
year’s fifth place. 

Just last month, the town’s 
Newton family scooped nearly £8 
million on a Rollover. 

Since then the local Costcutter 
store, where the family picked up 
their winning ticket, has been inun-

dated with customers hoping the 
luck will mb off on them. The nation¬ 
al results were determined by look¬ 
ing at Lottery windfalls since 1994. 

A National Lottery official said: 
“The South East has fought off chal¬ 
lengers to the top three places, but 
with a surge in Sunderland and 
Perth’s luck, that could all 
change next year.” 

Total prize money for the 
luckiest top ten postcodes 
since 1994 has now passed 
the £1 billion mark. 

The statistics are based 
on the postcode areas 
which have the most top 
prize-winning entries as a 
proportion of its adult 
player population. 

But it is not just the 
town you live in which 
could give you some luck 
with the numbers. 

The National Lottery also suggests 
taking a look at the number on your 
front door, as the number three tops 
the tables as the luckiest door num¬ 
ber for Lottery wins. 

Residents living at this number have 
won more than £77 million since the 
Lotteiy launched in November 1994. 

But close neighbours are not far 
behind, with the second luckiest door 
being number two.

THREE Medway petrolheads are 
taking part in a three-day 1,500 
mile charity rally across Europe. 

Friends Ricky Hall, Andy Smith and Faz 
Spice will drive from France to the Czech 
Republic - passing through Switzerland, Italy, 
Austria and Germany. The trio and 74 other 
teams will begin the gruelling Mission: 
Impossible-themed Crumball Rally on Friday, 
September 4. 

Along the way they will be set secret agent- 
style tasks in their custom US state trooper 
patrol car. The tricky route could also prove 
problematic for their £100 banger as it includes 
Top Gear’s ‘world’s best driving road’ - the leg¬ 
endary Stelvio Pass in Italy, the highest paved 
mountain pass in the Eastern Alps. 

Despite the challenges ahead, Andy, from 
Rainham, was keen to get started. 

“I can’t wait for the Crumball Rally to begin. 
It’s something that we’ve been planning since 
March and it’s going to be fun,” he said. 

“Hopefully we can raise a lot of money for 
Demelza children’s hospice. We set ourselves a 
target of £750, but we’d like to double that.” 

The only rule of the rally is that entrants’ cars 
must cost no more than £200. 

The Medway Crumball team’s Nissan QX 
cost half that amount, but Andy said he was 
confident it was up to the 3,000-mile round trip. 

He said: “I bought the Nissan for £100 and 
only intended to use it as a runaround. 

“It’s in good condition though. We’ve had it 


modified into a US-style patrol car and we’ll be 
dressing as prison escapees. 

“It looks great. My brother-in-law works for 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service and loaned us 
the roof light. We got the boiler suits from a joke 
shop.” 

Andy said the route had a number of high¬ 
lights: “My homeland is Switzerland and we 
will be passing through on the Saturday. 

“I know the country well from car shows and 
visiting my uncle, so I’m looking forward to 
that. I’ve also never been to Prague, where the 
rally ends, so that’ll be good. But the most excit¬ 
ing part of the rally will be the Stelvio Pass, it’s 


a road I’ve dreamed about. 

“I’m gutted I’ll be driving it in a £100 saloon 
car and not my modified rally car.” 

Andy owns a Nissan Pulsar GTI R, which he 
has spent £9,500 on modifying. 

It boasts a gold-plated engine and has won 
the best interior in Britian award. 

His previous car, an orange Nissan Almera 
GTI, also held that award in 2005. The prize¬ 
winning vehicle - which had £35,000 of modifi¬ 
cations - included Lamborghini doors and a 
chrome petrol mini-moto in the boot.

MP Bob raises 
coal concerns 
with minister 

MAVERICK MP Bob Marshall-Andrews 
was due to take anti-coal campaigners’ 
concerns to the very top yesterday by 
handing a petition to Climate Minister 
Ed Miliband. 

The Labour MP, who represents 
Rochester and Strood, supported the 
petition - signed by more than 1,600 res¬ 
idents - which calls 
for E.ON’s plans to 
build two new coal- 
fired units at the 
Kingsnorth power 
plant to be axed. 

Mr Marshall- 
Andrews QC, pic¬ 
tured right, said: 

“Not only would 
the dirty new 
Kingsnorth coal 
make it virtually 
impossible for the 
UK to reach its car¬ 
bon emissions 
reductions targets, 
it would leave us in 
a very weak posi¬ 
tion when it comes 
to influencing the 
hugely important climate change talks 
in Copenhagen in December.” 

“I am pleased so many local residents 
feel so strongly about this issue which, 
although of global importance, involves a 
decision that is taking place on our very 
doorstep. 

“It is right that so many people are 
speaking out about this crucial issue. 

“The UK needs to be investing for the 
long run, and that means creating low- 
carbon, sustainable jobs and not pushing 
ahead with dirty and polluting unabated 
coal power.”

Ombudsman ruling 
over sports pitch 
to cost thousands

has nothing to do with politics, that 
the officers have carried out their 
evaluations and it’s just happened 
to work out like this. 

“But the figures speak for them¬ 
selves. It’s so apparent, as the dif¬ 
ference in the numbers between 
Conservative and Labour figures is 
not even marginal. It’s an unbeliev¬ 
able disparity. Saying the roads in 
Conservative wards are worse than 
those in Labour areas, which are 
largely urban, beggars belief. 

“There’s far too much secrecy, so I 
intend to question the mechanism 
for making such decisions and call 
for more transparency.” 

But Conservative deputy leader 
Cllr Alan Jarrett responded: “It’s 
cynical to suggest Medway Council 
operates anything but an objective 
programme of road surfacing. 

“Decisions are taken according to 
an assessment of road condition 
and usage determined by an engi¬ 
neer, not on which political party 
represents the ward. 

“It isn’t surprising that wards in 
rural areas, which have long coun¬ 
try roads, will have a greater pro¬ 
portion of investment than com¬ 
pact, urban wards.” 

The top three wards in terms of 
investment are all Conservative, 
while the bottom three are either 
Lib Dem, Labour, or shared 
between Labour and the Tories. 


COUNCIL bosses have agreed to pay 
thousands of pounds in compensation 
to Medway residents after botching a 
planning application. 

Seven residents complained to the 
Local Government Ombudsman after 
an all-weather sports pitch was built 
on land overlooking their gardens. 

They were concerned the develop¬ 
ment would lead to loss of privacy 
and outlook, and constant noise from 
youngsters on the sports pitch. 

The Ombudsman’s report found the 
council guilty of “maladministration 
causing injustice”. 

LGO Tony Redmond wrote: “The 
council was at fault over its handling 
of the planning application for the 
sports pitch, as it failed to take into 
account the relationship between the 
complainants’ homes and the sports 
pitch, and the potential for overlook¬ 
ing and loss of privacy in their gar¬ 
dens from a viewing area running the 
full length of the sports pitch.” 

He suggested the council pay the 
lead complainant £250 for the time 


and trouble involved in pursuing the 
complaints on behalf of the other 
complainants. Each resident should 
also be reimbursed for the “reason¬ 
able costs” associated with increasing 
the heights of their boundaries. 

This could run into thousands of 
pounds of taxpayers’ money. 

A Medway Council official said the 
authority had agreed to the suggest¬ 
ed payments. 

“The council deals with many thou¬ 
sands of planning and building con¬ 
trol applications every year and the 
vast majority are dealt with without 
any problems,” she said. 

“In this rare case the council could 
have handled the situation different¬ 
ly and apologises to the residents 
adversely affected by the sports pitch 
being built by the school.” 

Neither the LGO nor Medway 
Council would reveal the name of the 
school, saying its identification would 
lead to the identities of the com¬ 
plainants. This paper has decided not 
to reveal the name of the school.

Gambling addict swindled 
thousands at charity nights

A GAMBLING addict who held 
charity race nights across Medway 
and the South East has been given 
a suspended sentence after pocket¬ 
ing more than £8,000 of the pro¬ 
ceeds. 

Gary Ferris, 38, staged fundraising events in 
pubs and clubs in Chatham and Rochester, 
throughout Kent and venues in Essex, Norfolk 
and Surrey. 

The conman told race-goers their money 
would be donated to the Hopes and Dreams 
charity - which raises cash for terminally ill 
children and young adults to send them on hol¬ 
idays and trips. 

His scam was uncovered when publicans who 
had offered their premises for the nights con¬ 
tacted the Essex-based charity in February of 


last year, saying they had 
not received official certifi¬ 
cates confirming how 
much money had been 
raised. Kent Police’s seri¬ 
ous economic crime unit 
launched a 13-month 
investigation into Ferris’ 
race nights. 

The team identified 15 
locations across the region 
where Ferris’ Funtime 
Racetime events had been 
held - raising £8,180 for 
the charity. 

None of this money was passed on. Officers 
arrested Ferris, from Ashford, in August 2008. 

The fraudster admitted being an online gam¬ 
bling addict during interviews and revealed he 
had lost tens of thousands of pounds as well as 
his house and his car. 

He pleaded guilty to 15 counts of fraud at 
Canterbury Crown Court and was given a six- 


month prison sentence, suspended for two 
years, and 180 hours’ community service. 

Detective Inspector Mark Fairhurst said: 
‘While many people raise funds for good caus¬ 
es legitimately, Ferris used money he had 
raised for charity to fund his gambling habits. 

“He took advantage of people wanting to 
donate money to help ill children and in doing 
so undermined the reputation of the Hopes and 
Dreams charity. 

“His actions have caused distress to those 
who offered their premises in good faith and 
attended the events. 

“Kent Police advises publicans and those 
hosting events to check with the charity to 
make sure it is genuine.” 

Proceedings are continuing with regard to 
confiscation of property, to be heard at a later 
date. 

Ferris began his race nights in July 2007, 
holding several events each week. 

The exact amount of how much he swindled 
during this time is not known.

A SPECIALIST cancer care unit 
is to open in Gillingham next 
week. 

The first patients will be treated at the new 
dedicated unit, based at Medway Maritime 
Hospital, from Tuesday. 

Yourmedway was given an exclusive guided 
preview of the £4 million unit last week. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust’s building 
project manager Brian Edwards, who led the 
tour, said he was delighted with the results. 

He said: “Inspired by staff, patient repre¬ 
sentatives and carers, and working in part¬ 
nership with Macmillan's cancer environ¬ 
ments team, the building work has taken 12 
months to complete and we couldn’t be more 
pleased with the outcome.” 

The unit boasts two main areas: an inpa¬ 
tient ward with 19 beds; and an independent 
day centre. 

The unit also houses spacious single bed¬ 
rooms and wards, treatment rooms, a meet¬ 
ing room equipped with TV conference call 
facilities, a day room, quiet room and central 
garden. 

Each aspect of the unit’s design has been 
scrutinised to ensure patients receive the 
very best care and support; from the size and 
layout of the inpatient ward to the easy-to- 
clean surfaces. 

Macmillan Cancer Support’s regional direc¬ 
tor, Stephen Richards, said: “The unit will 
provide care and treatment for 19 inpatients 
and has 13 chemotherapy chairs in the day 
centre area. 

“Patients and staff stressed the importance 
of giving the unit a non-clinical feel - a theme 
which has been carried throughout the unit 
to provide a home-from-home feeling. 

“The unit has been designed to provide 
patients with treatment and care in the best 
possible environment, but those affected by 
cancer - such as relatives and friends - 
should not be forgotten. 

“A relaxing garden provides a focal point 
and a tranquil place for people living with 
cancer to spend quality time with their loved

ones. None of this could have been possible 
without the hard work, commitment and gen¬ 
erosity of many, many people who have sup¬ 
ported the fundraising appeal. 

“Thank you for all your efforts and we hope 
you are proud of what you have helped 
achieve for the people of Medway.” 

The inpatient area, Lawrence ward, will be 
supported by three consultant haematolo- 
gists, 16 trained nurses, seven clinical sup¬ 
port workers and one ward clerk. 

The Galton day centre will have three con¬ 
sultant oncologists, eight trained nurses and 
four clinical support supporters. 

The Macmillan positive living team - which 
consists of a specialist occupational therapist, 
physiotherapist, therapy assistant, senior 
social worker and dietitian - will provide 
holistic support for patients treated at the 
unit.

More than 150 shoppers had their say at 
the Pentagon centre, placing a ball in one of 
five tubes to indicate which issue they felt 
was the most important. 

‘Having antisocial behaviour under control’ 
came out on top, followed by ‘Police can be 
relied on to attend an incident’ and ‘Regular 
contact with neighbourhood officer or PCSO’. 

The survey was carried out as part of Kent 
Police’s improving confidence tour, which will 
visit town centres across the county in the 
next six weeks.

Tell us about yourself.

Airbrushing requests are on the increase

THE camera never lies, or so the 
saying goes, but what about the 
photos produced afterwards? 

According to digital specialists in Kent, the 
end results are becoming further from the 
truth, as more and more people pay to have 
photos airbrushed and manipulated. 

Far from the days of simple exposure 
adjustments, customers are now asking 
photo printers to remove wrinkles, whiten 
teeth and even remove excess weight. 

Pete Innes, from Photovision Services in 
Sevenoaks, said the digital age has seen many 
more people wanting re-touched images. 

“People ask for their skin to be smoothed, 
eyes brightened and skin colour warmed to 
make it look like they have a tan, instead of 
having the pasty skin look,” he said. 

“We have also removed people’s wrinkles, 
basically making people look their best. 

“Customers love the result. 

“I am quite surprised it has become so pop¬ 
ular, because it is normally quite expensive, 
some studios charge hundreds of pounds. 

“Our requests are mainly from modelling 
agencies, but if the customer wants it, we will 
do it. 

“In the past it was not easily done and would 
have to be done by hand, but this has changed 
in the digital age and made it much easier. 

“I don’t see the attraction myself.” 

Emma Hales, manager of Snappy Snaps in 
Maidstone, said airbrushing demands can vary. 

“Some customers have wanted their sur¬ 
roundings touched up to make it look more 
scenic and others want a completely different 
background put in, to make it look more exot¬ 
ic,” she said. 

“Some people even ask for their passport 
photos to be airbrushed. 


“We have also come across people wanting 
to have their double chin removed and we can 
change features like that to a certain extent. 

“But you can’t bring in a photo of yourself in 
a bikini and ask us to make you look like 
Jennifer Lopez, it is more subtle changes.” 

The high street photography chain has seen 
a huge increase in requests for their air¬ 
brushing services so far this year. 

This includes requested re-touching to 
images for use on social networking or dating 
sites, such as Facebook, My Space and 
Match.com. 

Staff have also been asked to take people 
out of photos, add people in and even patch 
images together to create a new group of peo¬ 
ple in the photograph. 

In 2008, the store experienced a 550 per cent 
increase in airbrushing enquiries and this year, 
digital enhancement continues to be popular. 


Ann Simpson, marketing director of Snappy 
Snaps, said: “Due to the popularity of sites 
such as Match.com, our stores have received 
more requests for the re-touching service. 

“Customers want to ensure that profile 
images used on these dating and social net¬ 
working sites are as picture perfect as possible. 

“The obsession with all things celebrity 
means society is more accepting of techniques 
that improve appearance. 

“And of course everyone wants to look their 
best.” 

But Peter Jull, from Zoom Photos in Dover and 
Deal, said airbrushing and re-touching for vani¬ 
ty reasons is only a small part of the business. 

“Customers have asked to be made slimmer 
or have unfortunate marks removed. 

“It can go as far as turning them into a fairy 
or cartoon character. But the vanity side of this 
work is much smaller than photo restoration.” 


KENT residents are being urged not to panic 
as towns experience an increase in popula¬ 
tions of a rash-inducing caterpillar. 

The brown tail moth caterpillar has hairs 
which cause serious irritation to the skin and 
eyes, as well as trigger¬ 
ing severe breathing 
difficulties. 

As a result Tonbridge 
and Mailing council 
sent out a warning last 
week, advising resi¬ 
dents to beware of the 
insect, which was 
increasing in numbers. 

Gardeners were also 
put on high alert, as 
when the caterpillars 
join together, they are 
known to devastate 
vegetation. 

Found in hedgerows 
and trees, the itchy- ITCHY: The brown tail 
pest is normally black moth caterpillar on a twig 
or grey, with tufts of 
ginger hairs poking out and two orange spots 
near its tail. 

An adult larvae can have up to two million of 
these hairs. At this time of the year, the moths 
lay about 300 eggs on the leaves of trees and 
shrubs. 

Towards the end of the summer, they moult, 
pupate and emerge as adult moths. 

The moths have been controlled by council 
officials in Kent this week by removing the 
caterpillar ‘tents’, cutting off the affected twigs. 

Anyone doing this themselves is warned 
they should wear protective clothing, such as 
rubber gloves. 

Once removed, the ‘tents’ should be sealed in 
a plastic bag and either burnt or placed in the 
black-lidded wheeled bin. 

Officials hope they have now removed the 
worst of the moths, but figures show popula¬ 
tions are still increasing, particularly in the 
South during the last few years.

'We're on track for fuel poverty' 


A FURIOUS rail passenger group has 
warned thousands of hard-hit commuters in 
Kent face “travel poverty” after the 
Government exempted Southeastern Trains 
from a national decrease in fares. 

During the past three years the network 
has increased prices significantly above the 
rate of inflation. 

It is one of only two regions not to benefit 
from the 0.4 per cent reduction in ticket costs 
later this year. 

Season ticket prices will now rise by 1.6 per 
cent from next January as Kent is on a five- 
year franchise deal permitting Southeastern 
Trains to increase fares at a higher rate than 
the rest of the country. It will mean an aver¬ 
age increase of £50 a year on a season ticket, 
which the operator claims is necessary to 
fund service improvements. 

The move has prompted an angry response 
from Medway-based Fair’s Fare on 
Southeastern Trains campaign group, which 
is petitioning Downing Street to re-think its 
plans. 

Campaign leader Chris Irvine said: ‘We 
have been hammered too much by the rail 
companies over the last few years and this is 
just another slap in the face. 

“The government has defined those who 
are in fuel poverty as being anyone spending 
ten per cent on heating costs. I already spend 
more than ten per cent of my wages on trav¬ 
el to work, does this mean people like me will 
be in fuel poverty now?” 



A Southeastern spokesman said: “All regu¬ 
lated fares are subject to Department of 
Transport (DfT) regulations and as a result 
in January 2010 our average regulated fare 
will increase by the Retail Price Index 
(RPI)*plus three per cent, as set out in our 
franchise agreement with the DfT.”

Ring in the changes and help stop 
irksome sales calls and junk mail 


THIS is for everyone who has had 
enough of telephone sales people 
(and the recorded messages) AND 
the junk mail. 

Below are my top tips for trying to end the 
telephone madness which wastes all of our 
time and to get your own back on the compa¬ 
nies who send junk mail. 

Firstly, when you get a sales call use these 
three little words: “Hold on, please.” 

Saying it, putting down your phone and 
walking off (instead of hanging-up immediate¬ 
ly) would make each telemarketing call so 
much more time-consuming that sales rooms 
will grind to a halt. 

Then when you eventually hear BT’s 'beep- 
beep-beep’ tone, you know it’s time to go back 
and hang up your handset... 

You have efficiently completed your task. 

These three little words could help eliminate 
telephone soliciting. 

Next, do you ever get those annoying phone 
calls with no one on the other end? 

This is a telemarketing technique where a 


machine makes phone calls and records the 
time of day when a person answers the phone. 

This technique is then used to determine the 
best time of day for a ‘real’ salesperson to call 
back and get someone at home. 

What you can do after answering: If you 
notice there is no one there, is to immediately 
start hitting your # button on the phone, six or 
seven times, as quickly as possible. 

This contuses the machine that dialled the call 
and it kicks your number out of their system. 

Gosh, what a shame not to have your name 
in their system any longer. 

And now junk mail. When you get those ‘pre¬ 
approved’ letters in the mail for everything 
from credit cards to second mortgages and 
similar type junk, do not throw away the 
return envelope. Most of these come with 
postage-prepaid return envelopes. 

Those cost the company more than the regu¬ 
lar postage when they are returned. 

Remember it costs them nothing if you throw 
them away. So, make use of them to get rid of 
some of your other junk mail and put it in these 
little, postage-prepaid return envelopes. 


Send an advert for your local chimney sweep 
to American Express. They might need one. 

Send a pizza coupon to HSBC, in case their 
canteen packs up. You get the idea. 

If you didn’t get anything else that day to be 
redistributed, just send them back their blank 
application form. After all, it is their form. 

If you want to remain anonymous, just make 
sure your name isn’t on anything you return. 

The banks and credit card companies are 
currently getting a lot of their own junk back 
in the post, but if this is going to succeed, we 
need to OVERWHELM them to stop them. 

Let’s let them know what it’s like to get lots 
of junk mail, and best of all they’re paying for 
it. Twice. Let’s help keep Royal Mail busy. 
Since the Royal Mail is saying that e-mail is 
cutting into their business profits. 

If enough people follow these tips, it will 
work, maybe you’ll get very little junk mail 
any more.

We talk to the 
head of Kent and 
Medway Alcohol 
Services about the 
issues surrounding 
problem drinking 



Is there a problem with alcohol in Kent? 

Alcohol problems occur across the country and have 
powerful consequences both for society and the 
individual. A recent study showed that levels of alcohol 
consumption in Kent are relatively high compared with 
other parts of England. 

Have you seen an increase in alcohol 
abuse among young people in Kent? 

Alcohol is cheaper and more widely available now and 
we know that people are drinking heavily at younger 
ages. It seems likely that the number of people with 
alcohol problems in Kent will continue to increase in gen¬ 
eral. The number who seek and are referred for help has 
never been higher. More people are seeking help for 
drinking problems than in previous years. But much of 
the problematic alcohol use remains hidden and cannot 
be measured accurately. 

What advice can you give to people who 
are worried about their drinking habits? 

It's important to recognise that alcohol problems can be 
solved with or without specialist help. There are many 
things people can do to reduce their consumption, such 
as keeping a record of consumption and trying to reduce 
this, and talking to someone who is trusted. If people 
are concerned, it is easy to get help. The staff at the 
alcohol service can give advice.

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Coal-fired station 
must be opposed 


One year on from the Climate 
Camp, there is still a lot of mis¬ 
understanding about the reasons 
for opposing a new coal-fired 
power station at Kingsnorth. 

The threat of catastrophic cli¬ 
mate change is real and the 
international scientific consensus 
is that we need to sharply reduce 
carbon dioxide emissions as soon 
as possible - certainly by 2015. 

E.ON and the Government 
claim that Carbon Capture and 
Storage is the solution to this 
problem. The fact is that carbon 
capture and storage at 
Kingsnorth will only be a small 
part of a new Kingsnorth coal- 
fired power station, because it is 
not yet clear that CCS is com¬ 
mercially viable and can work on 
a large scale. 

By E.ON’s own admission it 
will not be clear whether CCS is 
viable before 2020 and the 
Government has stated that all 
power stations will not be 
required to use CCS until 2025. 

This is way too late. The reason

WITH romantic films like The 
Notebook and The Family Stone 
to her name, it’s hardly surpris¬ 
ing that Rachel McAdams goes 
gooey at the mention of love.

“I think there’s a lot that happens in life 
that’s very serendipitous,” she says crypti¬ 
cally, refusing to be drawn into further 
detail. 

Rachel - looking chic in a colourful one¬ 
shouldered Abaete creation, with her hair 
swept up - is set to light up the big screen 
again in the romantic fantasy, The Time 
Traveler’s Wife. 

Based on the best-selling novel by Audrey 
Niffenegger, it tells the story of Clare, 
whose one true love, Henry (played by Eric 
Bana), suffers from a rare genetic disorder, 
which makes him travel back and forth 
through time uncontrollably. 

The effect is that the couple meet when

“I’d read the book and dreamed of playing 
Clare for a while, and it was such a long 
time before it happened,” she reveals. 

“I just fell madly in love with it and knew 
in the back of my mind that they were 
doing a movie at some point in time and I 
just waited. Hoping.ae” 

She adds: “I loved the story and I loved 
[director] Robert Schwentke’s take on the 
story and I wanted to adapt that and trans¬ 
late that as well as I possibly could.” 

Rachel - who played high-school bully 
Regina in Mean Girls - was propelled to 
rising heights following the unexpected 
success of The Notebook, which then led to 
supporting roles in Wedding Crashers and 
The Family Stone. 

Over the past few years she’s also turned 


her hand to heavier films, such as Red Eye and 
State Of Play - decisions she feels were partial¬ 
ly taken out of her hands. 

“I definitely believe in the power of energy 
and that you are drawn to certain things for 
inexplicable reasons, but in a very powerful 
way. I think everything happens for a reason,” 
she says. 

Whether it’s fate or not, Rachel’s status as 
one of Hollywood’s most sought-after leading 
ladies will soon be cemented with the release of 
Guy Ritchie’s Sherlock Holmes in December, 
which sees her play a femme fatale who outwits 
the famous Baker Street detective (Robert 
Downey Jr).

JAMAICA, even with its lush 
greenery and beautiful golden 
sands, isn’t always seen as the 
friendliest island in the Caribbean. 

It is home to reggae legend Bob Marley and 
Olympic champion Usain ‘Lightning 5 Bolt, as 
well as the finest rum and coffee in the world, 
but the media paints it as a dangerous place. 

The former British colony reportedly has one 
of the highest murder rates in the world, with 
gun crime and gang warfare rife. 

But any sense of menace was quickly dis¬ 
pelled as we arrived safely at Sangster 
International Airport and returned a wave 
from the smiling ground staff. 

Images of violence are hard to take in when 
you see the island’s tropical rainforests, 
sprawling American-style resorts, topsy-turvy 
shacks and whitewashed mansions, one of 
which, our friendly driver Maxwell pointed 
out, belongs to Rolling Stone Keith Richards. 

On the way to our resort, Couples Sans 
Souci, in the north, near the port town of Ocho 
Rios, Maxwell pointed out tourist hotspots. 

There’s Dry Harbour, now called Discovery 
Bay, said to be the landing point of 
Christopher Columbus in 1494. 

Closer to Ocho Rios, we saw Dolphin Cove, a 
popular tourist attraction where you can swim 
with sea mammals or even sharks. 

Picturesque Dunn’s River Falls attracts visi¬ 
tors from all over Jamaica. Here, you and fel¬ 
low tourists can scale the rocks in a human 
chain as water cascades all around you. 

We arrived at Couples Sans Souci tired but 
ready to see more. Our traditional Jamaican 
room had floral bedspreads, mismatched fur¬ 
niture and cream floor tiles, while the air-con 


was a welcome relief from the heat outside. 

Sans Souci has an old-school charm that cre¬ 
ates a cosy, homely haven. It’s built into a cliff, 
with winding paths and stone steps linking 
the different aspects of the resort - the arched 
beach bay, the restaurants, bars and pools and 
spa facilities where we indulged in a massage 
in a gazebo on the edge of the Caribbean Sea. 

Jamaica, and Sans Souci in particular, are 
popular with American tourists, thanks to the 
short hour-and-a-half flight to Florida. 

We also spent a day at Couples Tower Isle, 
two miles up the road. The resort had just had 
a multi-million-dollar refurbishment. Where 
Sans Souci is traditional, Tower Isles is more 
modem with a European feel. 

Don’t miss the piano bar, lined with old pho¬ 
tos of the company’s founder Abe Issa mbbing 
shoulders with celebrities such as Walt Disney 


and Eva Gabor. Abe was nicknamed the father 
of Jamaican tourism when, in the late-1950s, 
he helped visitor arrivals surge from 86,000 to 
227,000 per year. 

Visitors afraid to venture off their resorts 
will miss out on really experiencing the cul¬ 
ture of this diverse and dynamic country. 

Downtown Ocho Rios was once a fishing vil¬ 
lage. It’s now a famous stop for cruise ships in 
the Caribbean and is considered one of the 
safest areas for tourists in Jamaica. 

The town is busy and vibrant, with colourful, 
if rundown, shops and side-road market stalls. 

Our reception in Jamaica could not have 
been warmer. And there’s one other thing 
British visitors should remember: with the 
pound currently buying almost 150 Jamaican 
dollars, your money will go a bit further than 
it might in other countries this summer.

Third of homeowners 
unable to move house 

THE housing market downturn has left 
up to 3.5 million Britons unable to move, 
according to research from mortgage 
broker John Charcol. 

The estimate is that one-third of UK 
households with residential mortgages 
are stuck in their properties due to 
falling prices which have eroded the 
amount of equity they hold and restrict¬ 
ed access to mortgage finance. 

The firm has calculated that some two 
million households are either in negative 
equity or have seen their stakes in their 
properties shrink to below ten per cent. 

A further 500,000 hold equity of 
between ten per cent and 15 per cent 
and an estimated one million are effec¬ 
tively excluded from the mortgage mar¬ 
ket because their home loans fall into 
the sub-prime or self-cert categories. 

John Charcol spokesman Ray Boulger 
said: “When people move, they rely on the 
equity in their property to provide most 
of the deposit for their new property, cur¬ 
rently a minimum of ten per cent in most 
cases, plus moving costs, of which stamp 
duty land tax is often the biggest.” 

And the findings have importance 
beyond the effect on those undergoing 
the problem, analysts are warning. 

Mr Boulger added: “Having such a 
large number of households currently 
unable to move is not only a serious 
problem for those concerned, but also 
has macro-economic consequences.” 

Average asking price 
down since last month 

HOME-SELLERS asked 2.2 per cent 
less for their houses in the past four 
weeks than one month earlier, according 
to numbers released by Rightmove, the 
property website. 

The average asking price for a home in 
England and Wales was £222,762, more 
than £5,000 less than in the four weeks 
to July 12. 

The finding contrasted with 
Rightmove’s warning last month that 
the “window of opportunity to pick up 
best buys” was closing, after five out of 
six months had shown price increases. 

The average asking price on the web¬ 
site is now 3.1 per cent less than a year 
ago. 

The summer is usually a quiet time in 
the housing market - the average ask¬ 
ing price on Rightmove fell by a similar 
amount last August. This summer, how¬ 
ever, the company said traffic on its web¬ 
site was higher than ever, suggesting 
buyers were returning to the market.

Banks cash in as borrowers 
face high-SVR repayments 


HOMEOWNERS are being forced to pay as 
much as £1,300 extra a year after their initial 
mortgage comes to an end, according to a 
national newspaper. 

Analysts say it is happening because 
lenders are taking advantage of consumers’ 
difficulty in getting new deals. 

Exclusive research for The Daily Telegraph 
has revealed the latest evidence of how banks 
are profiteering amid the credit crisis by 
refusing to cut interest rates for borrowers. 

The newspaper said it discovered that 
almost a third of lenders had a standard vari¬ 
able rate - the rate which home loans revert 
to after the initial rate comes to an end - of 


more than 5 per cent, with the highest being 
6.45 per cent. 

These standard variable rates (SVRs) vary 
from lender to lender, and the rising cost of 
mortgages means some borrowers can be bet¬ 
ter off slipping automatically on to such a rate 
as it may be lower than what they were previ¬ 
ously paying. 

For example, the lowest SVR is just 2.5 per 
cent. 

But financial analysts urged borrowers to 
check their lender’s SVR as they could be in 
for a nasty shock, paying a much higher rate 
than they were expecting. 

The research by personal finance website 


Moneyfacts showed 26 out of 90 lenders had 
an SVR of more than 5 per cent. 

The average margin between Bank of 
England interest rates at 0.5 per cent and the 
average SVR has risen from 1.72 per cent at 
the end of 2007 compared with 4.12 per cent 
today, Moneyfacts said. 

Previously households have been able to 
avoid paying the standard variable rate by 
switching to new deals, but the credit crunch 
now means many no longer have that option. 

On a typical £150,000 mortgage, borrowers 
save £335 a month by paying the cheapest 
SVR of 2.5 per cent compared with the most 
expensive of 6.45 per cent.

Vauxhall's eco Corsa gets 
the green light it deserves 


THREE things are putting people 
off buying greener cars. 

1) Worrying that others think you’ve gone 
weird. 

2) Silly prices - how do manufacturers justify 
what is often a four-figure premium versus 
standard equivalents? 

3) Fears about giving up all driving pleasure 
and street cred. 

My answers to those are: we must all ‘get 
weird’ sooner or later in order to look our 
kids in the eye; some carmakers must break 
ranks and sell eco cars at affordable prices; 
get real - green cars don’t have to be awful, so 
just shop around. 

One of the best I’ve driven so far is the three 
and five-door Vauxhall Corsa ecoFLEX

70mpg though and 85mpg in official extra 
urban or ‘poodling along at 50-ish’ mode - this 
is the marque’s most economical car ever. 

The Corsa’s distinctive slippery lines help, 
further aided by a rear spoiler, but ride height 
has been shaved by 20mm and the car light¬ 
ened by 45 kilos. It even has the narrower low- 
rolling resistance tyres favoured by the new 
eco breed. This usually means tyre squealing 
on bends and ‘interesting’ handling but, in this 
case, they deliver plenty of grip and cornering 
and refinement levels are good for this class. 

The cabin is well-arranged, big and practical, 
particularly in five-door format, as tested here, 
with a false floor to the boot that delivers a flat 
load bay with rear seat backs folded down, but 
also offers a suitcase-deep compartment 
between that floor and spare wheel stowage. 

The rear seat back can be set in two posi¬ 
tions, with the more upright maximising boot 
space at the expense of passenger comfort. 

My only gripes are a drab cabin decor even 
on our mid-range Corsa Club model - gloomy 
enough to dampen any eco warrior’s enthusi¬ 
asm - and a high price against some rivals 
that can match the ecoFLEX’s economy and 
emissions, without all its clever tricks.
